Before this goes into effect, however, the 
former employees who are entitled to 
back pay will waive their claims, and 
finally the local unions and joint shoe 
vouncil will vote on the proposition of 
granting the stamp contract. 

The feeling here supports the belief 
that g settlement will be effected in a 
few days. The Donglas company is ap- 
erating factories at Springvale, Me., 
Nashua, N. H., Haverhill and Marlboro, 
Mass. It is regarded as likely that busi- 
ness in some of ‘these factories will be 
curtaile' when the Brockton factory is 
under full headway.

on the steamship Adventure, whic! 
chartered in that year by the Dominiwn 
government ‘for a trip into the bay. 
After taking up their abode in the ba: 
racks, the first word that the threé had 
from the outside world was in the sum- 
mer of 1907 when the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany’s boat McTavish made a trip from 

Churchill to Fullerton. 

The party left Churchill for the return 
trip on July 15, and as the ice was ail 
gong they had a good run and made Ful- 
lerton in 10 days. On Sept. 2, 1908, Mc- 
Diarmid and McMillan left Fullerton ia 
a coast boat to come out as men to re- 
lieve them had been sent in. - They were 
accompanied by Inspector Pelletier, who 
had come to Fullerton by way of Great 
Slave lake. This attempt to reach 
Churchill énded in the boat being wrecked 
and the whole party was forced to re- 
turn to Fullerton. 

In the summer the police could do lit- 
tle traveling, but in the winter patrol 
work was accomplished by dog train. 
The harbor at Fullerton freezes up about 
Oct. 10 and breaks up about July 15.

he wrote of the folly of constructing a 
railroad through “this region,” 
But it was built and resulted in giving 
to tourists one of the wonders 
of the East, to say nothing of its great 
and surpassing economic value. 

A symposium of the ollicials 
Boston & Albany railroad on the value 
of the Berkshire hills to the company 
would, no doubt, reveal decidedly 
tradictory opinions. The passenger 
partment officials would probably speak 
glowingly of the beautiful and rugged 
scenery as a distinctive feature and 
set to the road. The operating officials 
would be liable to claim that the 
shire grades are a great obstruction 
that they impede the 
trains.

As to the 
hospitable character of the~ entertainment 
there can be no question. ° The belief expressed by Ryerson 
Ritchie, executive director of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, that 
« great deal 6f good will come of this excursion, will doubtless be 
shared by thinking people in both communities; The business men 
of Boston can learn a great deal from a visit to Chicago; the business 
men of Chicago can learna great deal from being brought into contact 
with the business men of Boston. In the very necessity of the case 
the two cities do not and can not follow altogether the same methods 
of doing business. The conditions in each place afe in many instances 
widely different. But many of the great interests of the two cities 
are identical, and a better acquaintance and closer cooperation will be 
mutually beneficial. 

There was a time when Boston was said to hold a first mortgage 
on nearly everything in Chicago, for Boston money helped to rebuild 
the city after 1871. Boston is still largely interested financially in 
Chicago enterprises, but the mortgages and liens have long since been 
released. New Itnglanders and the descendants of New Englanders 
constitute a verv large, a very respectable and a very influential ele- 
ment of Chicago's population, and not the least among the many inter- 
esting things that the visitors from this city will come across next

New Mexico, and after he had given assur- | and 
ances to this effect, and the cheers with which 
they were greeted had subsided, he went on to 
give the Arizona folk some very good advice 
in the matter of constitution framing. — Inci- 
dentally, and for this he deserves national applause, he paid a splendid 
compliment to the constitution of the United States, pronouncing it 
the greatest constitution that ever was made; and he counseled the 
people of Arizona, when the time comes for the framing of the 
organic law of the new commonwealth, to follow the simple lines of 
the bill of rights constructed by the far-sighted fathers of the republic. 
As a lawyer as well as a President he could tell them, as he did, that 
if they should undertake in their constitutional convention to lay down 
all the limitations that are,ordinarily included in the statutes they 
would make a great mistake. 

It does not lie with’the President, of course, to say whether the 
remaining territories shall be admitted as states, but Arizona and New 
Mexico, nevertheless, may be jusfified in-accepting his friendly atti- 
tude as a strong evidence of the drift of things in their favor. The 
President enjoys an excellent opportunity of obtaining the views of 
representatives and senators as well as an excellent opportunity of 
influencing them in favor of measures that have won his support. 

Moreover, nothing could be more natural than that President 
Taft should wish to have his administration identified in history with 
the admission to the Union of the last of the territories.

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IF THE opening of the States-General of the 
Netherlands lacked outward pomp through 


compensation in the program read by the 
premier, M. Heemskerk.

of the constitution. The parallel with the

jut the present conservative government is looking forward to 
a severe struggle with the liberal’ opposition on both points, but 
mainly on the tariff question. This .ig an issue that can be 
fully appreciated only as it is recalled: that the Netherlapds is the 
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home of free trade, forming the one notable exception in all’ 


Europe to dependence upon mercantile monopolies, from the 
fifteenth to the eighteenth centuries. Cornelius De Witt, the great 
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Dutch, though not producing a bushel of wheat, eat the whitest bread 
in Europe; though not producing a sheaf of hemp, a single plank or 
any iron, have the best fleet that sails the sea; because Holland has 
wealth to pay for these commodities and possesses this wealth because 
its trade and all exchanges are left unfettered, unimpeded, unlegis- 
lated upon, and by this trade the Netherlands are become the most 
peopled and the richest country on earth.” It was only in 1841 that 
Britain emerged from protection when Sir Robert Peel took office. 

“As to the revision of the constitution, the party in power simply 
took up an idea of the opposition, the Meester ministry having intro- 
duced a proposal that fell with the cabinet. The liberals are now 
asking whether the government is raising the issue in order to exclude 
it from a future opposition program.

lf sumlar opinions were not entertained and expressed else- 
where, 1t would be the better plan, no doubt, to regard the passage 
just quoted as a bit of good-natured sargasm, intended rather to 
arouse popular thought to the absurditv of such a view than with 
any hope or desire of its serious acceptance. but it cannot be so 
regarded, and it 1s well to recognize the tact that here and there the 
belief that the executive should. upon occasion usurp the functions of 
the legislative and judicial branches of the government has taken root. 

fortunately, such a belief cannot be lasting. It is certain to 
disappear the moment the executive happens to take a course that ts 
cbnoxious to the person holding that view. 

Perhaps nobody in the whole country sees more clearly than 
does President Taft the mischief, thouglr it be but temporary, that 
lurks in the proposal that he undertake.to ignore the existence of 
Congress, Or that he even go so far as tO attempt tO do SO, for he is 
reputed to be-a first-class constitutional lawyer. | 

However, the phase otf the matter that 1s of the greatest import- 
ance just now ts that disclosed in the intimation that public sentiment 
would approve the course set torth above. Public sentiment is very 
often misinterpreted and very often misrepresented. The voice of 
the few is sometimes mistaken, but only tor a time, for the voice of 
the many. Public sentiment has never expressed itself with regard 
te the point raised here. It 1s very certain, however, that if it should 
assert itself in this particular it will do so in such a manner as to 
leave no possible doubt regarding the continuance of the popularity 
of the system of: government that was handed down to us by the 
founders of the nation.

cates for mixed and separate_electorates combined. Such a section 
is Behar, which counts about 25,000,000 inhabitants, of whom 85 
per cent are Hindus and the rest Mohammedans; but.although the 
agitation is in able hands and directed by previous agreement with 
leaders of the Hindu congress,-it so far has not been able to influence 
the great majority of the Indian Moharmmedans in their stand for 
Moslem representation. The leading advocate of the mixed elector- 
ate, on his way to England, recently met with an unqualified rebuff 
at the hands of the Mohammedans of the Punjab, the United Prov- 
inces, Madras, Burma, Bombay, Bengal and the northwest. ‘ 

No doubt the government at one timé was hoping for just such 
a compromise between the two rival interests, but events have con- 
clusively shown that this is a time not for compromising but emphati- 
cally for a clear decision. The prospects of British rule in India are 
very different with the backing of 80,000,000 loyal Mohammedans 
from what they might be if the handful of white men had to face 
the wrath of 300,000,000 natives from the Hindu Kush to Cape 
Comorin.

It has now 
reached an average value of about $5,000,000 a year, almost wholly 
for home consumption. The toys that we import annually will 
average in value about the same amount. So that, in round figures, 
according to the department of commerce and labor, the toy supply 
of the United States during the last ten years cost $100,000,000. 

Fre is to be tound a very striking illustration of the tact that 
little things count. The great bulk of the toys consumed in the last 
decade was composed of articles whose cost could be most con- 
veniently named in cents, but in a country where the juvenile popula- 
tion is not far from 20,000,000 it can easily be seen that the sales of 
these trifles in the aggregate must be immense. 3 

One hundred millions of dollars is a tremendous sum of money 
to be expended on things as ephemeral as toys. And yet one might 
be justified in wondering whether any other lke sum spent recently 
tor material things, even of a far more pretentious charactef, brought 
greater joy into the world than the money that paid for these 
playthings. 
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
